THE BABMEES' ALLIANCE.

Organization of Kansas Exchange Com-

pleted at Topeka.

Toi'EKA, Kan., Dec. 13. The directors ot
the Kansas Alliance exchange were in
session today completing plans to go into
business. The exchange is the business
branch of the Farmers' alliance which has
a wonderful growth in Kansas during the
past year. There are now over 1,200 alli-

ances in the statcwith a meuiber&hip of
over 70.000, the. membership growing at
the rate of 2,000 month. They claim that
money trusts, corporations and monopolies
are suckinc the life blood from the farming
interest. They propose through the alli-

ance to regulate to a degree the market
value of their products. When the price
of farm products is too low they will ask
the farmers to reduce the supply by with-
holding their products from the market;
when prices are all right the exchange will
assist the farmers in disposing ot their
products at the mostadvantngeous figures.

The temporary headquarters of tlie ex-

change are" at Topeka. C. A. Tyler, of
Burrton, has been appointed State agent.
He will soon open bib office here.

EVEN ALL AROUND.

Drawbacks to Business Compensated for in
Other Branches A Large Volume.

Nrw Youk, Dec. 13. 11. G. Dun & Co.'s
Weekl3r Review of Trade says: But for
for one thing the business reports received
this week would be exceptionally satis-
factory. Uuseasonable weather acts for
depression in one or more branches of bus-

iness. The trade in woolen goods and
heavy boots and shoes is retarded and the
anthracite coa) trade oven more seriously.
On the other hand there is some compen-
sation inthe fact that the open weather
has enabled building operations to be car-

ried on later than usual. The holiday trade
has also commenced early and is of un-
usual magnitude. The boot and shoe
trade is very satisfactory. The grocery
trade largely exceeds last year's at firm
prices. The grain trade exceeds last year's.
The trade in provisions has nearly, and in
butter and cheese quite doubled, while
there is sono decline in hides, and a, heavy
decrease in wool.

In nearly all lines business is large. Ex-
cept in north central Arkansas and south-
east Missouri collections are unu&ually
easy. At other western points prospects
are good and collections are called fairly
satisfactory.

The speculative markets have been
stronger, but show no unwholesome
activity. Wheat has risen c with tales
of only 14,000,000 bushel and' corn the same;
oats are net changed. Oil has risen f4c
on small trading and the high prices
seems to affect exports, which for Novem-
ber were in value $177,000 less than last
year's. Coffee has rien ;'be and the enor-
mous exnorts of cottou thus far in Novem-
ber .fl7.555,(WS in value, against S3S,1)29.''I0
last year, hold the price unchanged. Pork
has not changed hut lard and hogs are
weak. The general level of prices has
blightly declined for the week, but is
about a fifth of 1 per cent above that of
December 1. Hut the large earnings for
railroads in November showing 12 per cent
increase, the increaso in the business
throughout the country and the hope of an
investment in January naturally make
holders of good slock exceedingly firm.

Fear3 ot a monetary stringency has
moved away but the market as yet "is not
much easier. The east is wanting fuuds;
the west finds in phenomenal business ac-
tivity employment for the huge amounts
fcent thither and the anticipated exports of
gold lrom Europe do not arrive.

Tlie business failures number 200 as com-
pared with a total o ."1(3 last week. For
the corresponding week of last year the
figures were 303.

He says lie stopped tlie race
track four months ago and paid 21.000
debts and would have paid up everything
had not his store been closed. The sheriff
took away his entire stock which he valued
at fJOjOOO.

DECAMP ON THE STAND.
CINCINNATI, O., Dec 13. Mr. J. R. De-

camp was again on the stand in the Means-Decam- p

trial today. He displayed much
feeling when he came to the point where
it was found necessary to lesort to fraud
to save the credit of the bank. "We had
induced all our personal friends to deposit
their money m the banlc. My sisters had
money in the bank. We wanted to save
the bank and our friends.

RIVER PIRATES CAPTURED.

Marshall Maloney and a posse armed with
Winchesters followed them down the riyer
in a tag and brought) them back with their
plunder. A fight was imminent when the
tug with the officers was sighted by the
fugitives.

The leader of the
gang, known as Thomas Burns, proved to
be Tommy O'Dowd, who was sent to
Joliet penitentiary from Chicago for six
years but played the insanity dodge there
and was sent to Kankakee asylum from
which place he escaped. He has three
years yet to serve.

THE FISHERY QUESTION.
Ottawa, Can., Dec. 12. A prominent

officer of the marine fisheries department,
here, stated today that he was in a posi-

tion to say that although the modus
vivendi by which United States vessels
were permitted to enter Canadian ports to
purchase bait, supplies and to
tranship cargo, expired in Feb-
ruary next, the Dominion government
intended renewing the licenses granted
under this arrangement, should negotia-
tions for the settlement of the fishery ques-
tion fail this winter as it was only by
making these concessions to the American
fishermen that serious trouble with the
United States could be averted.

FURTHER EVIDENCES OF MURDER.
Hammond. Ind.. Dec 13. Further evi

dences that a murder was committed near
the spot where the bloody relics were
found December 4, came to light yester-
day. In the weeds along the Calumet
river were found a rusty hatchet with a
broken handle, a butcher knife covered
with blood and a package containing a
vest. In the left hand pockets were found
a small bottle of sticky substance, a few
revolver cartridges and a letter beginning,
"Dear Darling," and signed "Your Loving
May, 3020." The letter was evidently
written by a woman. It expresses pleas-
ure at the receipt of a letter from Kansas
City; a desire to see the party addressed
and says: ".Nobody believes you done it."
The haudwritiug of the letter is exactly
like that of the letter louud with other ar-
ticles on December 4.

NO SHADOW OF TRUTH,

President Manvel Denies Statements as to
Curtailment of the Pass System.

KANSAS Citt, Mo., Dae. 13. President
Manvel, of the Santa Fe, arrived in the
city tonight from the southwest where he
has been inspecting the company's lines.
In an interview he stated that there was
no truth in the published statement that
the company was about to abolish the sys-

tem of issuing passes to employes and the
restriction of similar courtesies as extend-
ed at present to the newspapers and con
necting lines. He said further that the
directors of the company had under ad-
visement a plan to consolidate all the gen-
eral offices at Topeka. Whether such a
plan would be carried out he could not
say.

Mr. Manvel also stated that he hoped by
spring to have in operation a system of
early fast mail trains for all points west of
Kansas City.

MILLS' PLAN.

Democratic Safety Lies in Subscribing the
Silcott Defalcation.

WASHINGTON', Dec, 13. A small crowd of
Democratic members of the house was
clustered around Representative Mills, of
Texas, in the house this moruing talking
over the effect of the Silcott defalcation on
the pary's chances in the next election.
Mr. Mills was the chief spokesman and he
laid down vigorously his opinion that the
Democrats could not afford to

the lost money to reimburse them-
selves. It would lose the party thirty or
forty members in the next house, he said.
The best electioneering that the party
could do might be done right away on
the floor of the house. It might
be that the money was lost through no
fault of their own and that they thought
the government was responsible, but in
every close district the party would find
their opponents on the stump making
loud proclamations and crying that a
Democratic sergeant-at-arm- s had lost the
people's money and that the Democrats
had voted to pay it back. The best way
out it was for the Democratic party leaders
and Leedom to go among their" friends
and raise the money and turn it over to
the treasury to make good the deficit. He
was williug himself to give his November
salary towards this fund and ha thought
the other Democrats would do the same
and in this way a part of the moneymight
be made up.

THE CHEBOKEES TVILL NOT DEAL

WITH THE COMMISSION.

Falsehood Charged by the Govern-

ment Representatives and all
Conference Closed.

The Official Stenographer Accnsed of

Pakely Reporting the Requests

of the Indians. . , : ;

The Commission Returns to "Washington

and "Will Report to Congress Upon

Reconvening The Full Bloods

Anxious to Sell at the
Government's Price,

Kansas City-- , Dec, 13. A special from
Tahlequah, L T., says: The commission
has failed in its negotiations with the
Cherokees for sale of the Cherokee outlet
and will leave for Washington tomorrow.
The commission will prepare its report
during the holidays and submit it to con-

gress upon the reassembling of
that body. The committee appointed
by the Cherokees met with the
commission last Monday and asked that
the latter request the government to per-

mit them to treat with the Indians under
that section of the law which allows them
to offer more than $1.25 per acre for the
land. Several trivial questions were also
asked. The lady stenographer of the com-

mission reported the interview. When the
report was transcribed the commission re-

plied that the questions were trivial and
did not deserve answer. The Indians re-

plied that the ' stenographer's report of
the interview was incorrect and
ban been falsified by the stenographer.
The commission made answer that that
charge was a deliberate falsehood and no-

tified the Indians that all ne-

gotiations were at an end so far as the
present commission was concerned. A
personal note was sent to each member of
the Indian committee charging each with
deliberate falsehood aud inform-
ing each that the allegation
against the lady stenographer was
as contemptible as it was false. This cor-

respondence has caused excitement. A
delegation of full bloods called ou the
commission this evening and informed
them that the full bloods were unanimous
iu their desire to sell the outlet at $1.25 per
acre.

PKAUDULENT BONDS.

Kansas and Missouri Parties Victimized
"With "Worthless Securities.

KANSAS Cm', .Mo., Dec. 13. Mexican
Vice Consul Hahden claims to havo dis-

covered that a large amount of fraudulent
Mexican bonds are floating around in
Kansas City and that many persons in
Missouri and Kansas are being victimized
by the unscrupulous handlers of these
securities. Thousands of dollars worth of
the bonds have been placed in the two
states and in many instances banks have
been caught by taking the worthless bonds
as collateral for money loaned. The
history of tho bogus bonds dates back as
far as the GO's, when tho unsettled
condition of affairs in Mexico offered ex-

cellent opportunity for the issuance of
fraudulent securities. At that time over
a million dollars worth of these bogus
bonds were issued. Publicity was imme-
diately given to the fraud and the disposal
of tlie bonds were stopped for a time. Re-
cently they began to reappear, and Vice
Consul Rahden received word only today
that a handler of these bonds is now in
the city, and has made offers to
several of the banks. One bank
in the city has a bundle
of them holding them as col-
lateral. They represent a face value of
several thousand dollars. Said Consul
Rahdeu iu an interview this evening:
''You have no idea how many of these
bonds have been placed in the state of
Kansas. It was only a short time since
that I received a letter from an indi ndual
there who has a stack of them. Numbers
of people who could not resist the tempta-
tion to buy a handsomely designed bond
at a very low figure have been taken in. I
am informed that mauy of these bonds are
now for sale in the city,"

DROPPED DEAD IN HIS ENGINE.
Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 13. W. B. Al-

len, a well known engineer of the Georgia
Pacific railroad, dropped dead ou his loco-

motive at Leeds yesterday. He was un-

well but insisted on fulfilling his duty and
went out as usual. He got to Leeds when
he reached for the air brakes ana instead
of graspiug the handle fell in the fireman's
arms with the exclamation 'Oh my God,"
and died. He was chief of Division 207.
Brotherhood of Locomotive Etigiueers of
Atlanta. He leaves a wife and children.

FAITH HEALERS DRIVEN OUT.
Tuscola, 111., Dec. 13. The Pentecost

band of faith healers, which was driven
from Hindsboro recently, went to Brad-sha- w

church, three miles out of town,
where, Wednesday night, they were at-
tacked by the people at the close of the
meeting, severely beaten and driven away.
The band at Lovington is still holding
forth, but the people there have warned
them to leave town, claiming that their
object is to coax young girls away as they
did at Carthage.

THE STRIKE SETTLED PEACEFULLY.
London, Dec 13. The strike of the men

employed in the gas house of the South
Metropolitan company was effected peace-
fully. Twelve hundred men who were en
irag-- d to take the strikers' places entered
the works under the escort of police. A
crowd outside the works groaned at them.
The pickets posted by the strikers to inter-
cept these men were outwitted a'nd were
unable to obstruct their entrance.

BURIED WHILE ALIVE.
MADisoNr Wis., Dec 18. A sad case of

premature burial has just developed here,
About a. month ago diphtheria appeared in
the home of a prominent family. A young
domestic was terribly frightened and de-
sired to goto her home in the country,
but the attending physician would not
permit Tier, not from fear of spreading the
disease but to render assistance to the
family. A young child died of the dreaded
disease and this with the horror of the
disease caused the girl to take to her bed
and she apparently died in a few hours
and was at once buried by the authorities.
A few days ago her parents obtained per-
mission to remove the body to the country,
and upon opening the casket they were
norrmeu to discover that the body was ly-
ing on its lace, the hair wrenched from the
head and the flesh literally torn from the
face and hands.

THE WIRES MUST COME DOWN.
New York, Dec. 13. The general term

of the supreme court has handed down a
decision reversing the decision of Judge
Andrew in the matter of the electric wires.
The decision dissolves the injunction
which has hitherto prevented the city
authorities from taking down wires. No-
tice was at once sent to all electric com-
panies whose wires have been complained
of as defective, informing them the faulty
wires must be removed. If the notice is
not complied with immediately the depart-
ment of public works will undertake the
work.
